The Wisconsin statute was copied 
after that of South Dakota, which the 
siupreme court has declared null and 
void because it is a :violation of the 
J4th amendment.

Chicago, Jan. 29.—Five cents will 
work wonders at the Rufus Dawes 
Memorial hotel, recently opened to 
the public and a clientele made up 
largely of members ol the great army 
of the- unemployed. 
For 
a 
single 
nickel you -can get a 
bed for the 
night, a bath, a shine, a shave and 
have your clothing fumigated. A 
night shirt is provided free of charge 
for every lodger.. 
In the hotel 
restaurant, 
another 
nickel will obtain .the following as- 
sortment of food—a beef stew with 
potatoes and vegetables, a cup of 
coSee with milk .and two rolls. If 
you want a change in menu, you can 
ask the gentlemanly waiter to bring 
you a bowl of soup instead of stew. 
For ten cents you can get a "private 
room," but according to W. T. Tay- 
lor, manager, few of the 
regular 
guests squander a dime on such a 
luxury unless the dormitory rooms 
are occupied. 
The new hotel was built by Charles 
G. Dawes, Chidago banker, as a me- 
morial to his son, who lost his life on 
Lake Geneva, Wis. The original in- 
vestment was $100,000. Receipts thus 
iar have run far below operating ex- 
penses, but Dawes said today he 
"guessed he could stand the drain." 
There are 95 "private rooms" in the 
new hotel, and two dormitories, ac- 
commodating 504 men, giving 
the 
place a total capacity of 599 guests. 
Walls and floors are of concrete and 
are washed each day by 
powerful 
streams of water to prevent accumu- 
lation of dirt and vermin. The guest 
at the Dawes hotel plasters his name 
on. the register with all the dignity 
of a guest at the Hotel La Sail e. 'If 
he deposits a dime for a 
"private 
room " he is given a-key; if his is to 
be a nickel night, he is assigned to 
one of the dormitories where double- 
decker beds line the rooms. An at- 
tendant escorts the new arrival to the 
Bathroom and gives him a check when

Completed and Linemen Slic- 


ing Cables for New Mod- 


ern Service. 


With the new exchange building, 
situated at the comer of Dodge and 
Jackson streets, completed and the 
-nain switchboard installed, the'Rock 
bounty Telephone Company are mak- 
ng preparations for the operating of 
the new office as well as the old, lo- 
cated in the Jackman building, for to 
cut connections at the present time 
would seriously impair the service. 
The company has had a force of 
seven 
experts • working to set 
the 
cables and switchboard at the new, ex- 
change, and an^outside force of ten 
men have been, busy splicing cables 
and putting in new common battery 
phones in. the office buildings where 
individual splicing was not necessary. 
While the new exchange will be used 
in a limited way within two weeks, 
the officials do not expect, that it will 
be completed for two months, as a 
radual change is necessary. 
The new building Js one of the 
modern exchange centers in the state, 
having all the latest devices in the 
phone business for rendering efficient 
service. 
The structure . is declared 
the most fire proof in the city, as the 
walls are of pressed brick, the floors 
composed of tiling and cement and 
the roof of fire proof metal. The in- 
terior is most beautiful, the walls be- 
ing tinted a delicate terra cotta and 
the woodwork harmonizing with this 
shade. 
In the basement there is a large re- 
pair room, a room for storage batter- 
ies, heating plant and an underground 
cable vault. The cables run up to the 
main floor in lead pipes, each pipe 
containing 
two 
hundred pairs of 
wires. 
From these tubes the wires 


run. through a frame distributer and 
to a relay board where they are sep- 
arated and thence to the switchboard 
on the top floor. The plan is for the 
centering of the wiring into a simple 
system anl bringing the wires under 
control in a single room. On the sec- 
ond floor the general offices are situ- 
ated. 
The third floor is devoted to the 
operating department, one half of the 
floor being taken up by the switch- 
boards and the remainder by rest 
rooms for the operators. 
The build- 
ing is equipped throughout with a 
vacuum cleaning system which is run 
by a powerful motor. All'the rooms 
are carefully ventiated and the com- 
pany has afforded every comfort to it 
empoyes.

THE NEW BANKING LAW. 


So much ignorance prevails 
con- 


cerning the new banking law, that the 
following statement from the Ameri 
can Review of Reviews, is of special 
interest. It will be noticed tliat the 
law provides for emergencies, 
and 


this is one of its strong features. 


"Under the new system, in ordinary 


times the business of banking will go 
on very much as at present. 
Mer 


chants and citizens will see no differ 
ence. The banks will continue to be 
independent business concerns, re 
ceiving deposits and lending money 
as heretofore. 
But in exceptiona 


times, as in 1907, the banks would 
timesi as in 1907, a great difference 
will be visible. In the panic of 1907 
the bank's would not even allow a de 
positor to draw out his own money— 
much less would they make custom 
ary loans on approved security, even 
to their most reliable customers. I 
was as if, in a time when the firs 
alarms were ringing to an unusua 
extent, the fire companies should de 
cide to respond to no calls, but to 
'keep the men and apparatus spiel) 
for the protection of the engine 
houses 
At the very time when the 


banks have been most needed in the 
exercise of their functions, they have 
ceased to function at all; and havi 
thus magnified 
and intensified the 


business troubles that with a bette- 
system they could wholly have pre 
vented. 


"Under our plan of having eacl 


bank an independent affair, the firs 
symptom of financial stress led everj 
banker to protect his own reserves 
lest he might become the victim of a 
'run.' He lacked a higher financia 
power upon which he might rely for 
support in trying to help his business 
neighbors. The new system promises 
something like a complete remedy for 
such conditions. The banks are to be 
federated for mutual help^under tlu 
auspices o£ a central 
governmen 


board. 


"To proceed with a simple explana 


tion of the (Currency) bill, let us taki 
the federal, reserve bank that will b< 
located at New Orleans as a starting 
point. This bank must have a capita 
of t least $4,000",000. It will hve du 
ties to perform for the region assignei 
to it, which will doubtless comprise 
the state of Louisiana and several ad 
jacent states in whole or in part. A! 
of the national banks in this districi 
must become members of the system 
and must subscribe in proportion to 
their capital to the stock of what wil 
be called 'The Federal Reserve Bank 
of Xew Orleans.' 
State banks may 


also join the system upon their own 
application. This bank at New Or 
leans will be managed by a board o 
nine directors, three of whom will be 
•earned by the central board at Wash 
ington. Three of the other six wil 
be bankers chosen by the membership 
banks of the 
district. The' other 


three will be citizens of repute who 
are not bankers, but who will also be 
chosen 
by the membership banks 


This bank at New Orleans will hold a 
part of the reserves of the member 
ship banks, and will do a 
genera! 


banking business upon its own cani- 
tal. 


"Let us suppose that in the time of 


the moving of the cotton crop a great 
deal of mcney is needed temporarily 
in the New Orleans district. 
This 


can be supplied in several ways. The 
secretary of the treasury, acting with 
the central reserve board at Wash 
ington, may transfer additional de- 
posits from unused money in the 
t*easury. The Federal Reserve Board 
may make temporary transfer to New 
Orleans of surplus reserve funds in 
the Federal Reserve bank at Chicago 
or- the one at New York. But the 
thing most particularly to be noted is 
hte fact that the reserve bank at New 
Orleans will be prepared to re-dis- 
count cotton bills and 
commercial 


paper, and to supply the numerous 
membership banks with currency to 
be loaned to their customers iipon 
such paper." 


The reflex influence of the hospital

WHEN SPRING RUSH. STARTS 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 28.—Although 
at present farmers have more hands 
coking for work than can get ]ODS, 
the tide will turn in .March, and there 
vill not be enough men to go around. 
This was stated by William M. -Leiser- 
son, 
superintendent 
of Wisconsin 
'ree employment offices, before tue 
'armers' courses here. He declared 
that as soon as farm .work-is or- 
•anized to make employment steady 
or all farm help, a better class of 
arm laborers will be ^attracted.' He 
suggested that farmers organize into 
a sort of employment bureau, to . get 
capable help. As a result, under the 
nitiative of W. L. Ames of Oregon, 
there was formed a Dane county farm 
abor bureau to carry out this plan of 
securing farm help. It is hoped to 
veed out the undesirable and to some 
extent the inefficient, and to turn to 
'arm work many of the laborers who 
are fitted for it.
